They  include  the  needs  of 
the  building,  the  students,  and 
the  staff.  To  be  successful  the 
junior  high  must  meet  those 


needs.  If  it  fails,  then  students 
fail. 

More  and  more,  the  junior 
highs  are  getting  attention.  This 
was  the  year  Creston  began  to  get 
special  attention  from  the  town- 
ship administration  to  deal  with 
the  unique  needs  of  this  age 
group. 

The  focus  on  Creston's  needs 
began  in  the  spring  of  1987  when 


a  committee  was  formed  called 
the  Middle  Grades  Assessment 
Program,  headed  by  Mr.  Selvy. 
Teachers,  parents,  and  adminis- 
trators were  represented  with  the 
goal  of  finding  what  was  needed 
at  Creston  to  make  it  a  better 
school. 

After  many  interviews  and  sur- 
veys, it  was  determined  that  dis- 
cipline was  the  number  one  need. 
Even  students  agreed  that  disci- 
pline was  not  always  fair  and 
consistent. 

To  deal  with  discipline  incon- 
sistencies, the  Strategic  Class- 
room Intervention  program  was 
set  up.  It  began  this  year  with  24 
teachers  meeting  early  mornings

to  discuss  problems  and  learn 
discipline  techniques  from  Den- 
nis Bumgarner,  a  mental  health 
specialist.  According  to  Mr. 
Seivy,  the  SCI's  aim  was  to  train 
teachers  to  solve  classroom  prob- 
lems, and  even  anticipate  and 
prevent  disruptive  behavior  be- 
fore it  occurs. 

But  it  didn't  end  there.  Other 
needs  were  also  determined. 
More  committees  were  set  up  this 
school  year  to  deal  with  the  other 
problems  mentioned  in  the  ear- 
lier assessment.  Among  those 
needs  were  a  minimum  of  16 
more  classrooms,  more  storage, 
better  temperature  control,  and 
better  general  upkeep.

All  of  Creston's  needs  cannot 
be  met  in  one  year.  According  to 
Mr.  Ken  Zody,  assistant  to  the 
superintendent,  Warren  Town- 
ship is  in  the  fourth  year  of  a  five 
year  building  plan.  Projects  like 
the  repair  of  the  tennis  courts 
have  already  been  completed, 
but  things  like  better  provisions 
for  the  handicapped,  a  seven  pe- 
riod day,  and  more  classrooms 
being  added  were  still  being  dis- 
cussed. 

This  seems  to  be  to  Creston's 


benefit,  according  to  Mr.  Selvy. 
"Because  of  our  report  on  our 
needs,  the  priorities  have  been 
rearranged  and  our  needs  have 
been  moved  up,"  said  Mr.  Selvy. 

Students  also  got  into  the  act  to 
improve  Creston.  The  Junior 
Honor  Society  members  volun- 
teered to  tutor  other  students  in 
the  areas  of  Math,  Science,  Eng- 
lish, and  Social  Studies. 

A  few  other  miscellaneous 
things  that  showed  a  commit- 
ment was  the  addition  of  another 


counselor  and  the  opening  of  the 
Center  for  Personalized  Achieve- 
ment. The  guidance  counselor 
was  added  this  year  to  balance 
out  the  student/counselor  ratio 
and  to  take  some  of  the  workload 
off  of  the  deans  and  administra- 
tors, according  to  freshman  coun- 
selor Mrs.  Schwenn. 

The  CPA,  headed  by  ex  — 
Creston  principal  Mr.  Pfluger, 
was  an  "alternative  educational 
setting"  for  those  who  had  prob- 
lems in  traditional  schools.  It 
stressed  social  skills  to  those 
whose  only  other  alternative 
would  probably  be  quitting 
school. 

Since  social  activites  are  so  im- 
portant at  these  grade  levels 
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Dennis  Bumgarner,  a  mental  health  spe- 
cialist, works  with  teachers  on  discipline 
techniques  during  an  SCI  meeting. 

Because  most  classrooms  are  like  this 
class  with  all  seats  filled,  discussions  be- 
gan on  adding  classrooms  and  a  seven 
period  day. 
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there  were  plenty  of  activites  to 
get  more  students  involved.  Ac- 
tivites such  as  matmaids,  Indi- 
anettes,  cheerleading,  school 
council,  Honor  Society,  and  pub- 
lications were  only  a  part  of  the 
offering.  New  principal  Mrs. 
Wynns  agreed  with  the  impor- 
tance and  made  having  an  activ- 
ity period  a  priortity.  Also,  to  get 
more  students  involved,  almost 
all  of  the  sports  teams  stress  par- 
ticipation by  having  "B"  teams

"The  team  really  im- 
proved from  last  year," 
said  Coach  Reed  about 
the  freshman  Cross 
Country  team.

Required  classes  are 
those  that  students  have 
to  take.  But  to  say  that 
Math,  English,  and  Sci- 
ence were  required 
would  make  things  sound 
a  lot  more  simple  than 
they  were. 

Math  was  required,  but 
there  was  everything 
from  General  Math  to  Al- 
gebra 3  to  choose  from.  In 
Science,  freshmen  could 
choose  from  General  Sci- 
ence and  Biology.

Computers  once  inhab- 
ited only  the  computer 
lab.  Now  they  can  be 
found  scattered  through- 
out the  school,  and  sev- 
eral teachers  have  them 
permanently  parked  in 
their  rooms.  How  did  all 
of  this  come  about? 

The  computer  lab  has 
slowly  expanded  to  the 
classroom.  It  used  to  be 
that  there  were  a  few 
computers  which  the  en- 
tire school  had  to  share. 
As  the  years  of  the  com- 
puter grew,  so  did  the  de- 
mand for  the  classroom 
use.  As  for  now  each  de- 
partment has  its  own 
computer  to  share,  which 


isn't  near  as  bad  as  be- 
fore. One  day,  according 
to  computer  lab  instruc- 
tor Mr.  Hall,  each  class- 
room will  be  equipped 
with  it's  own  computer.

Today  started  out  like 
any  other  Wednesday  in 
Mrs.  Hickle's  first  hour 
special  education  class. 

At  about  9:00  a.m.  she 
divided  the  class  up  into 
three  groups.  One  group 
goes  with  the  aide,  Naomi 
Murff,  while  another 
group  works  on  reading 
skills  with  Mrs.  Hickle, 
and  another  group  works 
independently  until  it  is 
their  turn  with  Mrs. 
Hickle. 

In  this  class,  as  with  all 
of  the  special  education 
classes,  students  can  re- 
ceive the  special,  inde- 
pendent help  they  need. 
The   key  is   individual 


help  and  and  work  in 
small  groups. 

But  there  were  other 
ways  students  got  the 
help  they  needed.  For 
those  whose  only  other 
alternative  would  be 
dropping  out  of  school, 
there  was  the  Center  for 
Personlized  Achieve- 
ment. Headed  by  former 
Creston  principal  Mr. 
Pfluger,  the  school  of- 
fered students  their  reg- 
ular classes  plus  help 
with  controlling  personal 
problems  that  affect  their 
work. 

"Working  at  the  school 
is  paying  off.  I  can  see  the 
students  progress   every 


day,"  said  Mr.  Pfluger. 
According  to  Gary  Greg- 
ory, who  was  a  student  at 
the  school  before  return- 
ing to  Creston,  "The  pro- 
grams like  the  Life  Skills 
that  teach  how  to  settle 
problems  with  people 
was  really  helpful." 

There  were  also  tutor- 
ing sessions  set  up  for 
those  who  only  needed 
specific  help.  The  Honor 
Society  sponsored  ses- 
sions in  the  morning 
called  peer  tutoring, 
while  the  regular  tutoring 
manned  by  teachers  was 
held  several  days  a  week 
after  school.

Discipline  topic  of  early  morning  meetings 


ft's  7  a.m.  Tuesday.  Twelve 
teachers  are  gathered  in 
room  106.  The  purpose  of 
this  meeting,  as  is  a  similar  meet- 
ing held  on  Thursday  morning 
with  another  group  of  12,  is  to 
discuss  discipline  problems  with 
consultant  Dennis  Bumgarner. 

For  almost  a  year,  these  two 
groups  met  in  the  early  mornings 
as  part  of  what  is  called  MGAP. 
As  mentioned  in  the  opening  sec- 
tion, MGAP  was  a  project  to  de- 
termine Creston's  needs.  When  it 
was  determined  that  discipline 
was  the  number  one  need,  that 
was  when  Mr.  Bumgarner  was 
called  in. 

He  is  psychologist  who  works 
with  other  schools  to  help  them 
deal  with  problem  students.  Mr. 
Selvy  had  heard  of  Mr.  Bum- 
garner's  work  and  contacted  him 
to  present  his  concepts  to  Cres- 
ton's teachers.  According  to  Mr. 
Bumgarner,  "My  job  is  to  help  the 
teachers  solve  behavior  problems 
that  get  in  the  way  of  classroom 
learning." 

As  he  tells  it,  most  teachers 
have  certain  ways  of  dealing  with 
problem   students.   When   the

problem  continues  and  the  teach- 
er's efforts  do  not  stop  that  prob- 
lem, then  the  teacher  must  de- 
velop another  strategy.  "I  help 
them  develop  those  strategies." 
He  admits  that  his  concepts  are 
not  radical,  just  that  it  is  a  matter 
of  presenting  alternative  ways  tc 
deal  with  various  types  of  prob- 
lems. 

All  of  the  24  teachers  involved 
in  the  program  were  volunteers. 
They  were  split  into  two  groups, 
one  met  on  Tuesday,  the  other 
group  on  Thursday.  Early  in  the 
year,  the  groups  met  every  week, 
but  by  December  they  began 
meeting  every  other  week.  It  is 
hoped  that  next  year  the  program 
will  continue  possibly  with  the 
graduates  this  year  helping  in  the 
instruction.  If  you  were  to  ask 
those  involved  if  the  meetings 
were  worth  it,  they  would  com 
plain  about  the  early  mornings 
but  admit  they  have  used  the 
concepts  with  success. 

According  to  Mr.  Bumgarner 
Creston  is  pretty  much  like  mosi 
junior  highs  as  far  as  prblems  stu- 
dents have.  "The  most  commor 
problem  getting  in  the  way  oi 
their  learning  is  that  students 
have  difficulty  taking  schoo 
work  seriously  or  at  least  letting 
teachers  know  they  are."

Not  old,  not  new,  just  classic 


ft  was  just  about  20  years 
ago  when  girls'  hemlines 
began  creeping  up,  up,  up, 
and  everyone  was  gettin'  down, 
down,  down  to  groups  like  the 
Beatles,  the  Doors,  the  Rolling 
Stones,  and  Jefferson  Airplane. 
Two  decades  later,  many  of  the 
things  that  made  the  60s  so  in- 
fluential are  either  still  with  us, 
or  are  being  resurrected  and 
adapted  as  today's  styles. 

In  the  60s,  protest  over  the  Vi- 
etnam war  inspired  so  many 
changes  in  our  culture  that  a 
whole  new  way  of  life  came 
about:  being  a  hippie.  Hippies 
created  new  freedoms  for  them- 
selves that  had  never  been 
dreamed  of  before  the  60s.  Their 
music,  their  hair,  their  clothes, 
and  their  general  lifestyles  paved 
the  road  to  the  80s. 

Because  the  young  people  in 
the  60s  dared  to  let  their  hair 
grow  past  their  eyebrow  and  their 
ears,  today  we  wear  our  hair  any 
way  we  choose.  In  the  early  60s, 
having  long  hair  could  get  you 


suspended;  by  the  end  of  the  dec- 
ade, that  had  all  changed. 

Styles  changed  dramatically 
too.  Girls  weren't  allowed  to  wear 
pants  to  school  at  all,  and  abso- 
lutely no  one,  boy  or  girl,  could 
wear  jeans.  But  by  the  end  of  the 
60s,  kids  were  wearing  all  of 
these  things  to  school,  even 
though  the  sight  of  their  children 
dressed  so  shamelessly  sent 
many  a  parent  into  cardiac  arrest. 
Teachers  had  their  hands  full  try- 
ing to  control  kids  who  constant- 
ly tested  their  new  freedoms  to 
see  what  they  could  get  away 
with. 

Today,  the  mini  is  back  as  are 
tie-dyed  clothes  and  paisley 
prints.  Many  of  the  styles  that 
originated  in  the  60s  have  never 
died,  only  changed  a  little.  Jeans 
that  used  to  be  only  blue  are  now 
pink,  green,  orange,  and  multi- 
colored. They  come  acid-washed, 
stone-washed,  and  frosted  —  the 
choices  were  a  little  easier  in  the 
60s. 

The   rock'n'roll   of  the   50s 


opened  the  door  for  groups  in  the 
60s.  The  Beatles  and  the  rest  of 
the  British  invasion  changed  they 
way  everyone  thought  of  music. 
After  all  of  these  years,  the 
Beatles  proved  their  popularity 
by  setting  records  when  their  al- 
bums were  released  on  compact 
disc.  Other  artists  that  remain 
popular  are  the  Doors  and  Jimi 
Hendrix. 

Music  today  isn't  taken  quite  as 
seriously.  The  only  thing  that 
even  comes  close  to  the  Wood- 
stock of  the  60s  was  BandAid.  But 
the  big  concerts  like  that  can  be 
traced  back  to  Woodstock  which 
became  a  symbol  for  the  times. 

Things  have  changed  now  be- 
cause we  are  lucky.  We  take  for 
granted  the  freedoms  that  the 
kids  of  the  60s  had  to  fight  for. 
The  social  changes  and  civil 
rights  of  today  are  because  of  sit- 
ins  and  protests  of  the  60s  which 
continue  today  against  aparthied.

Pepsi  clothes,  first  introduced  in 
the  spring  of  1986  also,  became 
popular.  One  exception  to  Pepsi 
clothes  was  that  they  were  sold 
from  catalogues  and  J.C.  Penney 
stores  only.  Most  students  pre- 
ferred Coke  clothes,  found  at  L.S. 
Ayres,  and  Lazarus  stores,  be- 
cause they  were  easier  to  find 


and  more  stylish. 

Although  wearing  the  clothes 
did  not  always  indicate  a  pref- 
erence, at  least  one  Pepsi  clothes 
wearer  stated  that  she  preferred 
Pepsi  clothes  mainly  because  she 
liked  the  taste  of  Pepsi  better. 
Coke  fans,  particular  to  the  taste 
of  Coke  liked  to  sport  their  sweat- 
shirts becauce  they  enjoyed 
Coke. 

All  in  all.  Coke  came  out 
ahead.  Once  again  it  seems  Max 
Headroom  out  did  them  all.  Very 
few  teens  would  part  with  their 
Coke  jerseys  and  pull  out  a  Pepsi 
sweatshirt  instead.  When  it 
comes  to  Creston  teens,  very  few 
of  us  will  ever  utter  the  "P"  word 
in  fashion.
